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FALLS  OF  THE  YELLOWSTONE 

From  Point  Lookout  is  afforded  probably  the 
best  view  of  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Yellowstone, 
as  well  as  the  canyon  of  the  river  itself.  The 
falls  drop  a  distance  of  360  feet  into  the  gorge 
below,  and  are  one  of  the  most  wonderful  and 
inspiring  sights  in  this  region  of  wonders.

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OBLONG  GEYSER

following  each  eruption,  giving  the  best  interior 
view  of  a  geyser  in  action  to  be  seen  in  the  park.

ROARING  MOUNTAIN 

Roaring  Mountain,  is  one  of  the  wonders  of  this 
park,  located  on  the  road  between  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs  and  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  is  a  high  hill 
from  which  there  is  a  continual  eruption  of 
steam,  which  produces  the  roaring  sound  that 
gives  it  its  name.  A  violent  eruption  in  1902  cre- 
ated numerous  fissures  from  which  steam  issued 
in  such  quantities  as  to  kill  all  the  trees  on  the 
hillside.

FIREHOLE  CASCADES 

These  picturesque  cascades  are  in  the  Fire- 
hole  River,  about  two  miles  from  the  confluence 
of  the  Gibbon  and  Firehole.  These  cascades 
are  very  much  admired,  and  a  few  moments  halt 
is  always  made  at  them.

MAMMOTH  PAINT  POTS 


This  is  a  mud  cauldron 
ing  pot  of  paint  bubbling 
producing    a  whispered 


resembling  a  vast  boil- 
out  at  different  points, 
popping  sound. 
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GRASSHOPPER  GLACIER 

It  is  located  on  the  slope  of  Granite  Peak, 
about  12  miles  north  of  the  northeast  corner  of 
Yellowstone  Park.  It  gets  its  name  from  the 
layer  upon  layer  of  prehistoric  grasshoppers  so 
well  preserved  that  they  look  as  though  they 
had  alighted  only  yesterday.  The  ice  field  covers 
an  area  of  seven  hundred  acres  and  since  its 
discovery  about  50  years  ago  it  has  shown  prac- 
tically no  change. 
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4272.    Riverside  Geyser,  Yellowstone  National  Park 


RIVERSIDE  GEYSER 
Is  located  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Firehola 
River,    where   it   plays   and   throws  an  obliqua 
column  of  water  far  out  into  the  river,  a  spec- 
tacle different  from  any  other  in  the  basin. 
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GRAND  GEYSER 


Nature  has  lavished  her  gifts  on  the  region  of 
the  Yellowstone — all  under  the  guard  of  moun- 
tain sentinels,  around  whose  lofty  heads  group 
every  form  of  cloud  castle  that  vagrant  winds 
can  build.  But  of  all  the  wonders  that  God  in 
His  mysterious  way  has  there  worked  to  per- 
form, none  is  so  strange,  so  startling  as  the  gey- 
sers. Grand  Geyser,  one  of  the  famous  active 
geysers  in  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  plays  every 
eighteen  to  twenty  days,  250  feet,  but  only 
twenty  minutes  to  a  half  hour.

EMERALD  POOL 


Emerald  Pool  is  somewhat  surrounded  by  tim- 
ber. It  is  a  beautiful  emerald-tinted  spring,  50 
feet  in  diameter.  Its  sulphur-lined  basin,  with 
coral  walls,  can  be  seen  to  a  great  depth.  It  is 
a  quiet  spring  and  its  water  is  quite  hot.

THE  GRAND  CANYON  OF  THE 
YELLOWSTONE 

The  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  begins 
just  south  of  the  Upper  Falis  and  continues 
northward  for  more  than  25  miles;  it  is  from 
1,000  to  l,3CO  feet  deep  and  varies  from  a  few 
hundred  feet  to  more  than  a  mile  in  width.  The 
walls  of  the  canyon  are  formed  of  rhyolite,  on 
which  the  thermal  action  of  hot  water  and  steam 
has  worked  many  changes.  From  this  cause  comes 
the  tremendous  variety  in  coloring. 
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BRIDGE  IN  SHOSHONE  CANON 

The  Cody  Road  to  Yellowstone  Park  is  one  of 
the  most  scenic  highways  in  the  world.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  safeguard  the  public  and 
where  bridges  are  necessary  they  are  the  finest 
that  can  be  constructed. 
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SILVER  GATE 


The  "Hoodoos"  are  one  of  the  strangest  forma- 
tions in  the  Park.  They  cover  an  area  of  about 
one  square  mile.  In  their  midst  the  roadway 
makes  an  abrupt  turn  between  great  blocks  of 
limestone,  that  rise  fully  seventy  feet,  to  which 
the  name  "Silver  Gate"  is  aptly  applied.

ORANGE  GEYSER 


This  geyser  is  in  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  on  a 
terrace  above  the  Narrow  Gauge.  It  is  an  oblong 
mound  of  deposit  twenty  feet  high  and  twenty 
feet  in  diameter,  and  is  active  and  brilliantly 
colored. 
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OLD  FAITHFUL  GEYSER 

This  geyser  is  in  plain  sight  from  Old  Faithful 
Inn,  and  every  sixty-three  minutes,  without  varia- 
tion, winter  and  summer,  day  and  night,  gives 
its  exhibition.  Eruptions  by  moonlight,  sunrise 
or  sunset  are  most  brilliant. 
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SYLVAN  LAKE 


Nothiru  :atches  the  eye  of  the  tourist  more 
quickly  than  the  sight  of  Sylvan  Lake,  situated 
at  the  eastern  entrance  to  Yellowstone  Park,  on 
the  Cody  Road.  A  scene  of  rare  beauty. 
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THOUSAND-FOOT  CLIFF  AND  HANGING 

ROCK 

Of  all  the  rare,  odd  and  curious  rock  forma- 
tions, those  seen  along  the  Cody  Road  to  Yel- 
lowstone Park,  surpass  them  all.  This  cliff  rises 
one  thousand  feet  above  the  road.

BOX  CANYON,  CODY  ROAD
